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REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

A. Decision on Petition dated July 15, 2005 

As suggested by the Office of Petitions in its Decision mailed July 15, 2004 on the 
Petition filed by Applicants on June 7, 2004, the specification has been amended herein to 
better clarify that it is priority application, PCT International application PCT/US02/21339 
filed July 5, 2002 (of which this application is a continuation), which claims priority to U.S 
provisional application Ser. Nos. 60/304,296, filed July 9, 2001, and 60/325,292, filed 
September 27, 2001 . No new matter has been added by way of this amendment. 

Also as suggested by the Office of Petitions, a Renewed Petition under 37 C.F.R. §§ 
1.78(a)(3) and 1.78(a)(6) regarding (1) an Unintentionally Delayed Priority Claim, and (2) 
Correction of Filing Receipt are filed herewith, along with provisions for the required fee. 

B. Restriction to Groups I-II 



The Examiner has restricted the claims to one of two groups: 



Group I 


Claims 1-23 


Multiplexed assay for monitoring gene transcription. 


Group II 


Claims 24-31 


Probe composition. 



Applicants elect Group I for prosecution without traverse. However, Applicants 
reserve the right to prosecute the claims to non-elected inventions in future continuation or 
divisional applications. 



C. Conclusion
